1794.

THE  STARRED  CENT,  1794. 

Obverse:  The  five  upper  curls  end  in 

three  coarse  locks,  the  lower  curl  ends  dis- 
tant from  I in  date,  the  legend  Liberty  even- 
ly spaced,  with  l distant  over  one  millini, 
from  cap  and  R half  millim,  from  hair.  In 
date  the  i is  half  millim  from  hair,  the  7 has 
a stem  parallel  to  i and  distant  from  it,  the  4 
touches  bust,  is  crossed,  and  apparently 
standless  (a  slight  defect  in  planchet  prevents 
our  being  positive  on  this  point.)  Reverse  : 
The  chief  and  all  important  characteristic^ 
determining  variety,  is  a chain  of  dot  like 
stars,  about  83  in  number,  dispo.sed  cither  be- 
tween or  on  the  triangular  points  of  milling. 


This  variety,  not  described  by  Maris,  nor 
in  the  Monograph  of  U.  S.  Cents  and  Half 
Cents,  first  appeared  in  the  S.  H.  & H.  Chap- 
man’s sale  of  Samuel  A.  Bispham’s  collec- 
tion, sold  February  ii  and  12th,  18S0.  The 
discovery  was  probably  made  b\-  Dr.  E. 
Maris,  who,  for  years,  had  been  a diligent 
searcher  of  rarities  in  the  U.  S.  and  Colonial 
coinages.  B'or  some  reason  the  piece  did  not 
attract  the  serious  attention  of  buyers, 
though  several  low  bids  (among  them  ours) 
were  placed  upon  the  piece,  and  it  was  purch- 
ased by  Mr.  J.  V'.  Haseltine  at  $4  25.  Our 
attention  to  this  singular  variety  was  subse- 
quently called  by  the  following  letter  of  in- 
quiry of  Mr.  J.  Chandler  Roach  of  West 
Philadelphia,  published  entire,  became  re- 
plete with  interesting  suggestions; 

Phil.adelpiiia,  April  6,  iSSo. 
Ed.  F.  Esq,,  Sir: 

Owing  to  the  small  edition  published  of 
your  valuable  work,  entitled  “Monograph  of 
U.  S.  Cents  and  Half  Cents”  I consider  mv- 
self  fortunate  in  being  the  possessor  of  an 
edition  which  so  directly  applies  to  a subject 
in  which  I take  a great  interest.  In  fact,  as 
a collector,  I have  solely  given  m}-  attention 
to  the  collecting  of  cents  and  the  rarities 
thereof,  l-'inding  that  you  are  not  biased 
and  desiring  to  obtain  truthful  and  candid  in- 
formation, I address  myself  to  } ou  as  an  au- 
thority. I have  lately  come  into  possession 
of  a cent,  1794,  Monograph  No.  4,  Dr.  Maris. 
No.  5,  with  a reverse  not  given  by  either 
your  description  or  that  of  Dr.  Maris.  This 
piece  I consider  of  the  greatest  rarity.  So 
far  as  I have  been  able  to  learn,  two  (2')  pos- 
sibly three  (3)  specimens  are  known.  One 
(i)  in  the  possession  of  J.  W.  Haseltine,  Dr. 
Maris  claims  to  have  sold  one  (i)  to  Mr. 
Parmelee,  of  Boston,  the  other  I have  in  my 
cabinet.  The  obverse  I jiulgo  to  be  the  or- 
dinary obverse  ol  Moil.  No.  4.  t)ii  the  re 
verse,  between  the  points  ol  the  milling,  it 


was  evidently  the  intention  to  place  a minute 
but  perfect  star,  and  this  design  in  a strictly 
uncirculated  coin  would  add  much  to  its  ap- 
pearance, or  at  any  rate  be  marked  on  ac- 
count of  its  originality.  Dr.  Maris  suggests 
after  having  counted  the  number  of  stars  that 
they  may  have  reference  to  the  number  of  sign- 
ers of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  If  you 
can  spare  the  time  by  giving  me  your  views 
you  will  confer  a favor,  etc.,  etc. 

J.  Chandler  Roach. 

Having  lately  found  an  e.xcellent  specimen 
of  the  “Starred  Cent”  among  our  ’94,  we  are 
able  to  reply  to  the  inquiries  of  our  intelli- 
gent correspondent.  The  Starred  Cent  in 
our  possession  has  neither  Maris  obverse  No. 
5,  nor  our  obverse  No.  4.  We  note  the  fol- 
lowing striking  points  of  difterence.  In  date 
the  7 is  parallel  to  i and  more  remote  from  it 
than  in  Maris  No.  4;  the  hair  is  thinner,  the 
dot  like  ends  are  wanting,  etc.  Per  contra 
the  position  of  legend  Liberty  and  the  size 
of  letters,  etc.,  are  quite  similar,  but  the 
points  of  difterences  enumerated  are  sufficient 
to  stamp  it  as  the  product  of  another  die. 
As  to  the  rarity  of  the  piece,  Messrs.  Parm- 
elee  and  P.oach  have  each  one,  Mr.  Hasel- 
tine  offered  a duplicate  in  his  sale  June  25, 
(No.  753,  sold  at  $2.50,)  we  have  one,  mak- 
ing all  five  or  six  specimens  known  to  the  j 
present  time.  The  piece  is  rare,  undoubt- 
edly, but  other  specimens  will  be  discovered, 
and  after  a time  the  piece  will  probably  be 
offered,  for  ordinary  specimens,  at  a price 
slightly  above  tliat  of  the  scarce  varieties  of 
the  ’94.  A perfectly  uncirculated,  well  struck 
specimen,  showing  the  89  stars  (if  such  be 
the  number)  would  be  classed  among  the  rar- 
ities of  the  early  issues  of  the  American 
Mint  and  would  command  a very  high  price. 
Concerning  the  origin  of  the  dot  like  stars,  it 
appears  that  Mr.  L.  C.  Davis,  the  well  known 


variety  of  the  1 794  U S.  Cent  derives  its  or- 
igin from  the  e.xperimental  piece  of  1792, 

I known  as  the  “Eagle  on  a Rock,”  which  can 
only  be  seen  in  the  Mint  Cabinet  of  Coins. 
Around  the  edge  of  the  latter  are  eighty- 
seven  small  five  pointed  stars,  bearing  an  ex- 
act resemblancd  to  the  stars  on  the  1794 
Starred  Cent.  This  fact  leads  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  some  of  the  planchets  bearing  only 
j the  stars,  were  used  when  the  Mint  authori- 
ties were  coining  the  1794  cents,  and  gives 
additional  interest  to  the  piece,  which  hence- 
forth will  take  its  place  among  that  galaxy  of 
original  conceptions  and  bold  execution  that 
characterize  the  products  of  the  Mint  in  its 
earlier  days. 


SUTLERS'  CHECKS. 

The  list  of  Sutlers’  Checks,  concluded  in 
the  present  number  of  Numisma,  was  care- 
fully prepared  by  Mr.  * ♦ * * Qj.jg  Qf 

the  oldest,  most  earnest  and  best  informed 
Numismatists  in  the  United  States.  The 
descriptions  are  entirely  from  original  speci- 
mens, now  in  his  cabinet,  and  as  he  began  to 
collect  them  when  they  were  first  used  in  the 
field,  and  has  since  then  continually  added  to 
the  collection,  beside  comparing  notes  with 
all  other  collectors  of  Sutlers’  Checks,  it  is 
probable  that  the  list  is  complete.  These 
checks,  if  of  unskilled  design,  inferior  execu- 
tion and  ordinary  appearance,  are  neverthe- 
less genuine  American  medalic  coins,  com- 
parable to  the  siege  pieces,  coins  of  neces- 
sity, Nothmiinzen,  etc.,  of  European  origin. 

I They  were  intended  to  take  the  place  of 
small  change  and  were  given  to  soldiers  in 
the  field  in  exchange  for  greenbacks,  by  Sut- 
lers and  others,  at  a time  when  the  coined 
fractional  parts  of  a dollar  were  driven  from 
circulation,  on  account  of  the  high  premium 
on  silver,  and  before  the  issue  of  the  Postal 
by  the  Government.  \V\th  these 
soldier  purchased  the  little  cam[)  luxu-

able  investigation  discovered  that  the  Starred!  the 


l ies  not  provided  in  the  regular  rations  allow-  ^ 
ed  by  army  regulations,  but  their  use  soon 
spread  among  the  soldiers,  and  it  became ' 
customary  in  most  of  the  Western  Armies 
to  pay  small  debts  with  the  Sutlers’  Checks 
of  the  various  regiments.  It  is  noticeable 
that  their  use  was  confined  to  the  armies  op- 
erating in  the  West.  We  do  not  remember 
having  seen  them  in  use  in  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac,  where  we  had  the  honor  to  wield  a 
sword  in  Uncle  Sam’s  service,  and  it  is  highly 
probable  that  all  those  bearing  the  names  of 
Eastern  military  organizations  were  issued 
while  the  regiments  were  temporarily  attach- , 
ed  to  Western  Armies.  If"  our  recollection  ■ 
is  not  at  fault  their  introduction  in  the  army 
of  the  Potomac  was  forbidden  by  P'ighting 
Joe,  (^General  Hooker,  peace  be  to  his  memo- 
ry,) in  a general  order  issued  about  April  ist, 
1863.  Sutlers’  Checks  form  part  of  the  His- 
torical Rebellion  series,  and  must  eventually 
be  represented  in  all  cabinets  of  Historical 
American  Medals  and  Coins, — Ed.

I'ifteen  sets  only  of  these  pattern  pieces 
were  struch  in  1879;  afterward  100  sets  fol- 
lowed by  IOO  more,  then  100  more,  then  300, 
making  as  far  as  we  can  learn  from  trust- 
w'orthy  informers  615  sets.  It  is  probable 
that  the  last  400  sets,  at  least,  were  struck  in 
1880,  in  defiance  of  the  rule  which  limits  the 
use  of  dies  to  the  year,  for  which  the  coinage 
is  designed.  In  regard  to  the  market  value 
of  the  restrikes,  our  ever  wide-awake  Phila- 
delphia correspondent  facetiousl}'  1?)  remarks: 
The  price  at  which  a restruck  set  may  be 
had  depends  enlireh-  upon  the  fpiestion  /iru’ 
badly  parties  at  the  Mint,  etc.,  \yho  wcre//v- 
sented  with  them,  tued  money.
